warnings usually cover the 36 hour 
period ending at 7 p. m. of the follow- 
in g d a y . 
City subscribers will ob­ 
tain the forecasts and warnings by 
calling the long distance operator of 
their exchange at any hour during 
the day after ll a. rn. eastern time. 
Rural subscribers will be called up 
about noon each day by a long ring 
from their operator, who will then 
announce the forecasts to all sub­ 
scribers simultaneously.”

There Is no danger of burn­ 
ing the hands and no necessity for us­ 
ing cloths to carry the pans about as 
a protection from their hot sides. 


Laundry Lore. 
Soak very dirty clothes and save end­ 
less rubbing and wear. 
H ave tepid 
suds and add about one tablespoonful 
of kerosene, which is wonderfully help­ 
ful In removing dirt and also some 
stains. 
Soap the worst spots, then roll 
each piece tightly and pack the tub 
about half full. 
Drain off the cold w a­ 
ter and pour hot w ater over them. 
In 
an hour they may be washed and put 
to boil. 
H ave the w ater boiling when 
the clothes are put in. 
Cover the

Making Men Good by Law. 


“ So often has the statement that 
‘you can not make men good by law’ 
been repeated that some men have 
come to believe it true,” says the 
Farm and Ranch. 
“ Yet all law is 
for tilt1 purpose of making men good, 
and if the statement be true there is 
no need for laws. 
“ The law does not deal with the 
consciences of men directly. 
Only 
act. are forbidden: intentions, mo­ 
tives, are not punished. 
Sometimes 
motive is important, to determine the 
quality of the act; but the act alone is 
punished. 
“ It is tile purpose of the law to 
make men good; and if the statement 
quoted be true, then all law is a col- 
lossal failure. 
But 
we Know that 
some men are made good, relatively, 
by law. 
Some men are restrained in 
desire to commit murder. 
Others are 
restrained in desire to commit other 
offenses. 
The purpose of the law is 
to prevent the commission of crime, 
or to compel men to do what is right 
And men who refrain from doing 
wrong by reason of fear of the law, 
and men who do right because they 
fear not to do so, are better for their 
actions, regardless of desires. 
“ The direct action of the law which 
compels men to do right, and which 
prevents them from doing wrong, is 
moral in effect, and in this way men 
are made better by law. 
“ There is an indirect effect of law 
which tends to make 
men better. 
When society has condemned an act, 
and has denounced it by law, every 
good citizen upholds the law, and 
does not hesitate" to condemn the act 
denounced.

BUILDING A STONE FENCE. 


Connecticut Farmer Tells How to Util­ 
ize Bowlders That Are In the Way. 
One of the most picturesque sights 
in New England is the stone wall 
fence. 
The utilization of loose stones, 
w hich otherw ise incumber the ground, 
fo r the construction of barriers neces­ 
sary to farm life used to be a leading 
industry in New England beforfe the 
advent of the barb wire fence. 
Even 
now m any farm ers extend their stone 
fences ju st to get rid of the rocks. And 
there are plenty of rocks in other 
p a rts of the country th at can be used 
to the same useful purpose. 
Here, however, is a brave farmer, 
F. H. Plum b of Tolland county, Conn., 
who goes further than picking up .‘iud 
piling stones. 
Ile believes in brea'king 
up bowlders and using the fragm ents 
for fence material. 
Says Mr. Plumb: 
An 
occasional 
bowlder 
here 
and 
there in a level, fertile field ought not 
to dishearten any robust, enthusiastic 
farm er from breaking them up and 
clearing them 
away. 
Dynamite, 
a 
sledge, a few chains and a steady yoke 
of oxen or team of horses will work 
wonders in a short time in many a 
field. 
A know ledge of rocks, however, will 
prove of great assistance before work 
of any kind with them is undertaken. 
Some are apparently as hard as flint; 
others so soft they can alm ost be 
crushed between the fingers. 
Some 
have a grain similar to a log ho they 
may be split by wedges and 
half 
rounds quite straight and true. 
O th­ 
ers will ham m er or Split into all Borts 
of form s and sizes. 
But there are few’ 
stones a stone mason cannot trim into 
any form he desires. 
If w e closely examine a bowlder, 
say, t^ree to six feet long, we may no-

tice it has a grain its entire length and 
all the way through. 
I noticed my stonemason would take 
a drill tw elve inches long and three- 
quarters of an inch in diam eter and, 
w ith a two or three pound ham m er 
mounted on a tw enty inch handle, drill 
a hole six inches deep in the bowlder 
in a few minutes, depending on the 
hardness of tile stone. Then along the 
sam e seam of \h e rock another hole 
w as drilled, aud perhaps another and 
another, these holes being about six 
inches apart. 
H alf rounds and a wedge w ere then 
inserted in each hole, the wedges gen­ 
tly started, and then the entire length 
of wedges driven home evenly 
by 
m eans of a twelve pound sledge. 
With 
this treatm ent the 
big hard 
rocks 
seemed to generally split evenly and 
straight through. 
If they did not. aft­ 
er the rock was split a few heavy 
blows with Hie big sledge would knoc k 
off any protruding pieces. 
But there is a knack in knocking a 
stone to pieces or trim m ing the stone 
with the side of a sledge ham m er or of 
its 
cutting 
edge 
th at 
takes 
time, 
thought and observation to acquire. 
My job w as this: E xtending easterly 
along the roadway from my house was 
an old tumble down wall th a t w as the 
most unsightly [dace to my family on 
the entire farm. 
The land inside the 
wall is about ideal for a rank growth 
of timothy, and plenty of stones of all 
sizes, from a pebble to enormous bowl­ 
ders, were there. 
The smaller bowlders, such as a 
yoke of cattle could draw on a stone 
boat, and all the smaller stones the 
boys and myself had picked off after 
the plowing of the past three springs 
and hauled along the wall. 
Of course 
this made the old wall look even worse 
th an before, and all sorts of weeds 
and brush began to grow up am ong it. 
As the wall lay, it was made up of 
stones of all sizes, many so big they 
had to be split or broken and used as 
foundation pieces before work could 
be begun. 
O rdinarily for a new wall a strip is 
plowed and dug out ju st below the 
frost line. 
As my wall was only to be 
rebuilt this w as unnecessary, for I had 
a good foundation.

Vitality cf Seeds. 
In considering left over seeds the 
difference in their life should be taken 
into account. Onion, parsnip, salsify, 
beans, peas, corn and parsley are of 
doubtful value after the first year. 
Beet, cabbage, cauliflower, celery, cu­ 
cumber. lettuce, melon, radish, squash, 
tomato and turnip if kept in a dry 
place will be good for two years or 
even longer. It is very easy to test the 
vitality of all seeds by placing them 
between tw o layers of cotton batting 
mid kept quito moist between two din­ 
ner plates, with the upper plate Turned 
bottom up over the layers of batting 
By ibis method the seed eau he exam ­ 
ined each day and finally counted out 
and the proportion germinating accu­ 
rately determ ined.— Denver Field aud 
Farm.

quickly as possible after milking and 
the cream at once put in a tank of 
cold w ater and cooled to the tem pera­ 
ture of the w ater, tested by a th er­ 
mometer, before it is left to stand. 
The w ater should be changed about 
three times a day, morning, noon and 
night. 


Location of Poultry House.

Indiana E n to m o lo g is t S a y s Little Frog 
E a t s Bad Insects. 
B. W. Douglass, state entomologist 
for Indiana, who is tile bitter foe of 
every Insect that lives on tile fruit and 
foliage of the state and the friend of 
every agent .that tends to destroy such 
pests, is out with a plea to the farmers 
and gardeners to protect the American 
toad, or Mr Bufo Americana, to be 
explicit. 
In making laws to protect 
insect eating birds, observes Mr. Doug­ 
lass, no one has ever proposed to pre­ 
vent legally the en th u siast small 
boy from killing as many toads as lie 
cares to. 
The plea will appear in tile 
annual report from the entomological 
department, which has gone to tile 
state printer aud which Mr. Douglass 
hopes to have in the hands of a large 
number cf farmers and gardeners by 
the time early spring preparations be­ 
gin for tile 1910 crops. 
“As a matter of fact.” says Mr. 
Douglass, “the common toad does more 
to rid our fields and gardens of noxious 
insects than many of the feathered 
songsters of which we hear so much. 
But simply that he is ugly—emphatic­ 
ally and most unmistakably ugly—the 
toad has all manner of defamation and 
libel heaped upon him. 
“Early superstitions have charged the 
toad -*with about all the vicious quali­ 
ties possible for one creature to pos­ 
sess. 
Some of these traditions, how­ 
ever, are of such a nature as to render 
the toad an individual to be avoided 
rather than to be sought and killed. 
But in spite of his ugliness the little 
animal is about as harmless as any we 
can find in our woods and fields, and 
as a destroyer of insects his value has 
been 
established 
beyond 
a 
doubt. 
Ninety-eight per cent of the food of 
the toad consists of animal matter, 
and of this the greater part is injuri­ 
ous insects.” 
Mr. Douglass advances the idea that 
farmers and gardeners should provide 
artificial ponds or water places in their 
fields and gardens where the toad may 
breed. The little animal possesses the 
home instinct and when takeu from 
the ponds or creeks and placed in a 
garden or field is likely to desert his 
new quarters and return to the old 
To obviate this Mr. Douglass believes 
the gardeners and 
farmers should 
provide breeding places in order to 
make the fields and gardens the actual 
home of the toads. 
In addition to the good which may 
result from having the toads feel at 
home in the fields and gardens, Mr. 
Douglass sees another good in the 
hatchery idea—that of robbing the 
children of their propensity for slay­ 
ing the toads whenever they find them. 
He believes that the average boy, by 
watching the development of the lit­ 
tle animal through the tadpole stage 
to that of the adult toad, will soon 
have a scientific Interest in the toad 
which will insure it life and protec­ 
tion. This protection, the entomologist 
observes, is something the farmer and 
gardener cannot afford to disregard in 
these days of constant and rapid in­ 
crease of insects which prey upon farm 
and garden products.
